U.S. Air Force Confirms Program 
To Construct a Satellite Hunter 


WASHINGTON, July i.—The Air Force yesterday confirmed 
the existence of a program to develop a rocket capable of 
knocking Soviet satellites out of orbit, 

The annoumcement said that General Dynamics and the 
Vought Corp. had been under contract “for some time™ to con- 
duct research on ἃ satellite Killer. The Air Force said that. 
during the fiscal year that begins Oct. 1, it will choose one 
of the firms to “continue with technology development.” 

The object of the program is to develop a rockct capable 
of destroying an enemy communications, surveillance or naviga- 
tion satellite with a non-nuclear warhead. The Soviet Union 
is Known to be working on an anti-satellite program that uses 
@ nuclear weapon to destroy an orbiting target. 

Earlier this year, news reports quoting from 2 classificd 
document submitted to Congress said that the U.S. program 
is intended to test a satellite hunter by 1980 and have it in 


operation by 1932.

“All nuclear weapons tests are 
conducted underground at the 
Nevada test site. That's where 
they do it.” the spokesman said. 
“The enhanced radiation warhead 
[neutron bomb) for the Lance 
Inissle is under development and. 
if there are any development 
tests, they have to be at the Ne- 
vada test site,” he said. 

Nuclear weapons have been test- 
ed at the Nevada site in the des- 
ert about 70 mites north of Las 
Vegas since 1951.

Public Subsidies

‘God’s Ingenious Gift’ 


The Catholic Church in the United States 
has a long and deserved reputation as a 
Dpulwark against sexual permissiveness. Even 
im recent years. while many Catholics have 
been getting divorced. employing artificial 
contraception, yielding to unsanctioned 
pleasures and playing their part in the 
worldwide “sexual revolution,” the church 
hierarchy has remained unylelding.

Among Catholic theologians and educators. 
however, there has been an unmistakable 
impulse toward greater freedom. It has sur- 
faced anew in a four-year study, commis- 
sloned by the Catholic Theological Society 
of America, whose membership includes al- 
most all teachers of religion in Catholic 
seminaries and universities. “Human Sex- 
uality: New Directions in American Cath- 
olic Thought"—is dramatic evidence of fresh 
currents in the Catholic community. 

Written by three priests, a nun and a 
Catholic layman with credentials in law and 
psychology. the report describes sex as “God's 
ingenious gift.” It takes its inspiration 1655 
from established doctrine than from the 
strivings of individuals for “creative growth.” 
The values for which it speaks owe much 
to humanist psychology: Sexual behavior. it 


says, should be “self-liberating.” “other- 
enriching.” “honest.” “faithful.” “socially 
responsible.” “life-serving” and “joyous.” 


Whereas the Catholic Church has tradi- 
tlonally taught that some sexual practices, 


such as adultery, are immoral: the report 
suggests that under certain circumstances 
extramarital affairs may be morally accept- 
able—though it is critical of the “swinging 
single” phenomenon, Artificial contraception 
and even sterilization are also given cundi- 
tional approval: “Responsible parenthood 
demands readiness to acknowledge that 
there are situations and conditions where 
it would be irresponsible and hence immoral 
to beget children.” In contradiction of a 
1976 decree of the Vatican. occasional mas- 
turbation is viewed as “statistically, psr- 
chologically and morally normal.” The report 
is tolerant of homosexuality and not overly 
concerned about pornography’s effects on

The study was criticized even before 
publication by conservative voices as “par-— 
tisan in outlook, poor in scholarship, weak 
in argumentation, fallacious tm its conclu- 
sions.” The New York archdiocese denounced 
it as based on “very subjective guidelines” 
aad opposed tq church teachings “from the 
time of the Scriptures to the present day.” 
The debate Is far from over. Though the 
humanistic premises of “human sexuality” 
will not soon be adopted by US. bishops, 
such 2 profound note of dissent among 
those entrusted with teaching the young 
cannot fail to have significant implications 
for the Catholicism of tomorrow.

U.S. Report Finds Cocaine a Harmful Drug 


By Linda Charlton 


WASHINGTON, July 7 \N&T!. 
—Cocaine, the stimulant drug 
that has acquired an aura of 
status. wealth and glamour, has 
been shown to b2 a “serious drug 
of abuse” whose side effects can 
include anxiety, insomnia, para- 
noid delusions and even, rarely, 
death. according to a government 
report made public yesterday. 

The report, entitled “Cocaine: 
1977." is ἃ research report of the 


᾿ National Institute of Drug Abuse 


and represents, its director sald, 
‘our first major report describing 
what is known and not known 
about cocaine and its implica- 
tions for health.” 

Dr. Robert Dupont said that it 
4s “the fizet effort on the part of 
our government to summarize our 
Enovledge of the drug cocaine.” 
@ subject that has been dominat~ 
ed for many years by “impres- 
sions, by hysteria, by political 
rhetoric.” He added, ‘There are 
still far more things we don't 
know than that we do know.” 

Effects of Drug 

The report gave no absolute 
figures of the amount of cocaine 
that can be safely used. It noted 
that “occasional, single-dose 
snorting rarely produces compli- 
cations sufficiently severe to re- 
quire medical totervention.” But 
“high-dose abuse of cocaine,” it 
said, cam produce severe depres- 
sion. Those who snort lines of 
cocaine every 10-20 minutes—a 
line is estimated at 25-30 milli- 
grams—may experience “a state 
of extreme agitation with in- 
creased suspiciousness and even 
paranoid psychosis, Realisticaliy. 
most individuals are unable to af- 
ford the quantity of cocaine 
necessary to produce such adverse 
reactions.” 

“Chronic high dose use,” the re- 
port said, “increases the risk of 
medital sequelae, After a few 
days the pleasurable effects sive 
way to an intense anxiety state 
with gross paranoid features, in- 
eluding auditory and visual hal- 
lucinations.” 

Mr, Dupont said that he was 
wel} aware that the report’s con- 
clusions ran “contrary to much 
street mythology” about the bene- 
fits of cocaine and the glamour 
associated with its use as the 
trends recreational drug for celeb- 
rities and the rich. He sald that 
he hoped the study would de~ 
glamorize cocaine, 

‘Not Like Marijuana’ 

Be added that cocaine has 
been riding on the coattails of 
marijuana and, although he sup- 
ported the decriminalization of 
marijuana. “cocaine is not like 
marijuana.” 

Mr. Dupont said that research 
has shown that an estimated 8 
million Americans have tried the 


drug at least once and about 1 
milion have used it within the 
last month. Among high schotl 
seniors, a nationa! study showed 
that 9 per cent of the class of 
1975 and 9.8 per cent of the class 
of ‘1976 reported having tried the 
drug, Cocaine is commonly in- 
gested by sniffing or “snorting” 
into the nose, where it is absorbed 
through the mucous membrane 
nasal lining.

Sees an Increase 
In Demand for Loans 


NEW YORK, July 7 (AP-DJ).— 
While problem loans are no 
laughing matter for bankers. Citi- 
bank is beginning to manace a 
faint smile. Its portfolio of bad 
Jeans is declining and the bank 
ses a pickup in Jending activity. 

Executive committee chairman 
Edward Palmer said im an m- 
terview that the bank's portfolio 
of troubled leans is showing sicns 
of iniprovement. 

_ “The trend is good,” he said, 

i the- ‘volume of such 
Joans has declined a bit. In ad- 
dition, be said, the interest yields 
on those so-called non-perform- 
ing loans “have been picking up” 
thanks in part to the renewed 
ability of borrowers to pay their 
interest charges. 

At the end of last year, Citi- 
corp, the holding company that 
owns Citibank, had $203 billion 
of problem loans on its books. 
Such non-performing loans im- 
clude these on which interest is 
not being accrued or 15 being naid 
at a reduced rate. The high 
amount of such loans pared the 
company's 1976 after-tax interest 
revenues by $66 millio from 
what they would bave been had 
witerest been accrued at the rates 
originally agreed upon. ε 

Mr. Palmer declined to give any 
figures on the amount of non- 
performing leans currently out- 
standing or on their overall yield. 

Be said that actual loan 
losses are “running behind last 
year,” adding the losses are 
somewhat less than we expect- 
ed.” He said Citibank had been 
conservative in identifying pos- 
sible troubled loans and the 
bank “may have been overly dis- 
ciplined in this area.” 

He said that loan demand at 
the nation’s second largest. bank 
is beginning to improve. “In the 
last month we've begun to see a 
little pickup” in domestic busi- 
ness borrowings, he observed.

Last week's jump in the money 
supply prompted concern among 
investors that another imcrease 
would add pressure on the Fed 
to pull in its credit reins. 

Overall, analysts said, the mar- 
ket continues to be caught be 
tween fears of a slowdown in the 
econamy and hopes for an im- 
provement in the inflation pic- 
ture,

Gurus Play a Role in Shaping Tennis Winners

LONDON (NYT).—They are 
called coaches. managers, mern- 
tors, teachers, even gurus. They 
sit in on all the strategy sessions, 
enjoy choice seats for the big 


tennis matches and receive recog-_ 


nition and publicity. 
Some of them are familisr 


figures such as Ion Tiriac and 
Pancho Segura. Others are more 
obscure, like Jerry Teeguarden 
and Lennart Bergelin. All hare 
one thing m cammon: they are 
the iast links in the mental chain 
to the top players in professional 
tennis. . 


The intensive reliance on 
coaches for courtside advice is one 
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of the more recent developments 
in a sport where big dollars ofter, 
ean be decided on how the stars 
feel about playing a match, as 
much as the efficiency of their 
stroke production. If coaches 
have become the Dr. Feelgoods of 
the stars, the recognition they re- 
ceive can be equally as fruitiul, 


financially. as artistically, for 
their individual practices. 
Teeguarden, a teaching pro 


from California. was given con- 
siderable credit for reshaping Vir- 
ginia Wade's game into cham- 
pionship material en route to ner 
first Wimbledon singles title. 

‘Bergelin, a former player. has 
been the long-time coach of Bjorn 
Borg. He was mainly responsible 
for pushing Borg, already an ac- 
complished champion, to improve 
his serve last year, 

“He was serving two hours 4 
day before Wimbledon last year.” 
Bergelin said. Borg served so 
many balls that his stomach 
muscles tightened up. causing 
him pains during the 1976 tour- 
nament, 

A similar condition occurred 8. 
few days before the start of the 
centennial championships at the 
All-England Club, but in each 
ease Borg survived the physical 
problems, served better than ever 
and won consecutive singles titles. 

“His serve was a big factor.” 
Bergélin said afrer the 2l-year- 
old Borg hac defeated Jimmy 
Connors in five sets for the 
championship. 


Segura has been ὧδ Eundini 
Brown for the 24-year-old Con- 
nors, just as Tiriac, the mousta- 
chioed Ronianian, has emerged 
as the manager and mentor for 
Guillermo Vilas, the Argentine 
who emerged as French singles 
champion this year, 

Vilas spent almost as much 
time looking toward Tirise for 
counseling. during his loss to 
Billy Martin early at Wimbledon, 
as he did searching himself for 
the problems to his serve and 
Tolley. 

In the old days of amateur 
tennis, most players relied on 
teaching pros at the home club 
for acvice. They could always 
catch up with such advice at 
the close of a season. and there 
was httle pressure to solve some 
of the problecis, since tennis in 
those days was settled with un- 
der-the-table payments. 

Now, however, a5 the pro tour 
has become a §12-million pot of 
gold. with countless commercial 
endorsements 85 further incen- 
tive, the advice of the pros be- 
comes ere more important in 
the minds of the players. 

“What the players are looking 
for,” said one ex-pro, “is someone 
who will hold their hand when 
they're down. pump up their 
game and their egos and pump up 
their earnings. 

“And when there's so little dif~ 
ference in the leve} of play these 
days, all it takes is a friendly 
Tace in the crowd to get you over 
the hump in the big match.”
